CRITICISM OF THE BOARD 

OF EDUCATION. ° 

* (MR. MAQKINTOSH REPLIES. .. 

“NOT REALDY QUITE §0,LUDICROUS 
APTER ALL.” 


_ Mr. N. Teesdale Mackintosh, Registrar 
at the Hongkong University and a mem- 
ber ‘of the Board of Education, distri- 
puted tho prizes at the Wab-Yan English 
School yesterday, afterncon and took the 
opportunity of roplying at some length 
to recent criticisms of the Board of 
Education. One of the most recent of 
these adverse criticisms was contained in 


: the” Headmaster’s report of the Diocesan 


Boys’ School-in which it was. stated: 
“The ludicrous meetings of the Board of 
Education ‘do not engender the respect 
due to the Educational Authority nor 
would they appear to further ‘the cause 
of education.” Boo th 

' Addressing ‘the large audience, Mt. 
Mackintosh opened his remarks by com- 
plimonting the Headmaster of the School 
(Mr. P. Tsui) on the work of the school 
and, after regretfully commenting on the 
absence and. illness of the Right Rov. 
Bishop Pozzoni, whom he wished a speedy 
recovery, and the absence of the Hon. 
Mr. ,E. Irving (Director of Education), 
also indisposed, he made reference to the 
qubject of newspapers. He thought all 
boys should read the newspapers though, 
as the speaker put ity “a certain amount 
of salt should be taken to take the taste 
away.’ Newspapers played an extraordi- 
narily useful ‘part in education. and be 
would recommend ‘a very regular course 
of newspaper readjng.. beth for their 
Chinese and English’ studies. If they had 
been doing that they would notice that 
some of the newspapers had been pro- 
K testing against prize-givings: that there 
were too many of them and that there 
weresso many. that the Press could keep 


.% away from'-them. Some“ of the head- 


masters had been terrified by this and 
had abolished prizes and prize-givings. 
He was glad to see that the Headmaster 
of the Wah Yan School had been suf- 
ficiently old fashioned to carry on with 
his “birthday party,’’ as the speaker 
expressed it, -He only hoped that the 
children’s parents would come to such 
functions: He believed that this was the 
great: way in which they could get’ the 
parents ‘of the boys to.take areal live 
interest in the school In ‘this way also 
they ‘could also hope to establish a con- 
nection between old and modern China.
